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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is responsive to tine communication filed on 05/04/2009. 
Claims 2,4-6,9 and 10 claims 1, 7 and 8 were cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art fails to anticipate or render obvious the following recited specific 
features: Claims 2 and similar claims 4,9 and 10: "An OFDM signal collision position 
detection apparatus that detects collision positions of OFDM signals transmitted from a 
plurality of cells, comprising: a known signal measuring section that measures reception 
power of a known signal; a data signal measuring section that measures reception 
power of a data signal; a data signal prediction section that predicts reception power of 
the data signal based on the measured reception power of the known signal; 

a power comparison section that compares the reception power of the data signal 
predicted by said data signal prediction section with the reception power of the data 
signal measured by said data signal measuring section for each subcarrier; and 
a collision position detection section that detects positions of data symbols colliding with 
each other between a plurality of cells by detecting positions where there is a large 
variation of said measured reception power of the data signal with respect to said 
predicted reception power of the data signal based on the comparison result obtained 
by said power comparison section, wherein: said collision position detection section 
detects a collision when said measured reception power of the data signal is greater 
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than a first tliresliold in a positive direction with respect to said predicted reception 
power of the data signal or smaller than a second threshold in a negative 
direction."
